Building Reports –There were 10 building permits issued between April 16 through May 
15, 2001. These include 1 demolition of a single family residence with barn and pool, 3 
residential additions and alterations, 2 residential alterations, 2 inground swimming 
pools, and 2 septic system repairs. There were 73 inspections completed and no meetings 
attended during this time period.

Solid Waste Management – The April 2001 recycling report shows that 2.95 truckloads 
of recyclables had been diverted from landfills, which represents 59,020 pounds collected 
from an average of 655 homes serviced per week during that month.   
 
Environment – Trustee Sapp reported that the largest cottonwood tree in Lake County 
had been found at the Grigsby Prairie in Barrington Hills.

Monthly Report – Trustee Gohl reported that he had met with Robert Kosin regarding the 
lawn irrigation system activation and with the Landscape Committee representatives  
regarding replacement and replanting of damaged shrubs.
